Nat- 
urally when there is a crush she has 
but small opportunity to say more 
than good afternoon and goodby, but 
even in such a case the procedure is 
the same.

Nowadays few women care to wear 
ubbers, preferring for stormy weath- 
er substantial boots fitted with exten- 
sion soles. 


These will keep the .feet dry under 


ordinary circumstances, but of course 
the leather gels wet. 


When removed from the feet they 


should not be thrown aside to dry, 
neither should they be placed near a 
fire or radiator. Instead, wipe them 
with a cloth, dampening it to remove 
;he mud between sole and upper. 
If 


the brush fails to loosen this, then 
place the shoes on trees until dry. 


Shoe trees cost only seventy-five 


cents a pair and will pay for them- 
selves over again in the saving they 
are to the boots. A shoe taken from 
a warm or wet foot will naturally lose 
its shape very soon, for little creases 
formed by the motion of walking wil 
become deep set and in many cases 
change into cracks if not placed on 
trees shaped like the foot. 


"When the shoes are dry they should 


be given a light coating of vaseline. 
This not only softens but preserves 
the leather, and is really excellent to 
use through the winter, not only after 
the shoes have been wet, but to apply 
once in eight or ten days. 
Even a 


light application of grease will help to 
keep out dampness and may be used 
•with advantage when one goes out in 
the rain. 


When the shoes are of patent leath- 


ed vamps and kid uppers, the former 
should he washed oft with a little 
warm water or milk.

ing dry like to rub in a few drops of 
oil with the finger tips.

That was In the old days of competition, when every 


pilot was out for himself, aud it was "steal a ship" If 
you could. Since 1805 the bar pilots have existed as 
a profit sharing association under a Pilot Commission, 
which Is State appointed. The old pilot fleet has all 
but disappeared, and the patrol lines have been drawn 
in almost to Sandy Hook. Three of the old time 
schooners, with the big numerals on their sails, are 
still used in the Southern Ground (for vessels from 
the [West Indies nnd South America), but the bulk of 
the cruising is done by two fine steamers, the New 
York and New Jersey, owned by the Pilots' Assocla- 
tioa and built at a respective cost of $00,000 and 
575,000.

The ferryboat caught the mellow light 
of I he sunset, upon its white sides and decks nnd for .1 
moment it iiloved and throbbed with the golden rndi- 
ance. ami mi.ulit well have stood for the rushing galley 
of Ulysses dcfi.inlly travel-sing these waters of peril 
between hellish Chnrybnis and howling Scylla. My 
companion stood sllerttly contemplating the scene for 
sonic time. It. is possible that be prayed, for his lips 
moved ns if with some silent, orison. Then stretching 
forth bis long, thin arms with a sweep thnt included 
tlie entire sickle of .the coast and. the strnit and the 
beautiful mainland across, the strait, he snid In a voice 
of strange purity, sweetness and power:— 


"When I look upon all this life, all this beauty of 


nature and of art, I am always seized with a feeling 
of inner sadness. For to me there is something fatal 
about it. something too fair to endure, something that 
is merely temporal, fugitive, evanescent. 
There is 


aliont it something of the nature of a dream—or n 
;:ower. A wind might wither it. a day might destroy 
it. I can scnm-ly believe It tc bo real.'and yet I 
Inve it. !ove it the moie. for that very reason, ns we 
always love those things best whieU are doomed to 
pass nwny. pass away just as the sna is passing." 


I looked at him as he stood thus upon the strand 


facing the west, and as the ruddy light was with- 


drawn his face grew pale as ivory, the skin ashen 
and drawn. It would not be long, I thought, ere his 
sun. too, would set, and perhaps the glamor of the 
real world about him wns already dim In those eyea 
fixed on the farther and celestial splendors beyond 
the sunset of his life.- On the way to the city we 
saw many emigrants embarking for America and 
taking farewell of their kindred—a sad sight that 
affected the nbhe to tears. 


"Coriime Ics adieus sont toujours tristes," said he 


mournfully. 


I spent considerable time in the interesting com- 


pany of this remarkable man, whose mighty and lofty 
spirit and uncommon powers were slowly ebbing with 
his ebbing life. 
Sometimes I visited him In his 


simple study, where I found him usually seated at a 
tiny table, on which stood a crucifix and two candles. 
Here he wrote poetry or translated from Latin au- 
thors. Sometimes he brewed a little tea, which he 
offered to me with a few small slices of peasant's 
bread and butter, all with a certain simple apostolic 
grace and dignity. 
When we parted—one evening 


when it was already very dark and many ships put 
out to sea—he said again:— 


"How sad these farewells always are," to which 


he added, after a pause:—"I shnll always see you 
mon fils. in the evening as I tike my lonely walk 
along tlie beach, seated on the sand beside the strait, 
gazing toward Scylla on the mainland. So shall I 
think of you daily and not forget yon, having only 
my thoughts for companionship here." 


< I crossed the strait to the smiling province of Ca- 
mbria and wandered about that fair and fertile region 
Soon after, while in London, my native, city of San 
Francisco fell ruined and devastated by earthquake 
shock and tire. .And to-day I am back once more in 
the city by the Golden Gate. It is once more beauti- 
ful, recreated from its ashes, nnd the black wonnas 
and scars of the days of terror havs qnltc vanished In 
the beams of a new prosperity. But it is to-day that 
Messina lies a mangbd wreck of fallen walls and 
blackened ruins, and Kejjglo and nil Calabria are filled 
with lamentation and ill the world with horror 
The 


nbbe's solemn and fatal surmise, vouchsafed him per- 
haps, by some Intuition beyond our defining, has been 
realized—the beauty nnd splendor we both gazed 
upon, "these, too. have passed away." And it Is cer- 
tain that he is also gone, for long ere the catastrophe 
fell upon Sicily I was answered only by silence. 


Vet for me. to -whom persons are always of more 


Importance than places, the benign yel melancholy 
figure of the kind nnd gentle abfo'e remains the one 
reality, tlie one nndspnrting memory among all that 
has suffered destruction. 
It outshine? and over- 


shadows all that I saw in Sicily as the white, gleaming 
pyramid of Aetna outshines and overshadows the 
doom, the suffering and the death aow darkening tht 
land about its base.

Ntw York, Feb. 13.—Hiram Percy 


Maxim, fur the ilrst tlmu Wednesday 
afternoon gave a public demonstration 
of his recent Invention by which ho 
makes ull ordinary firearms practi- 
cally noiseless. Tbo 
demonstration 


was given In the office library of his 
lawyers, Redding, Greely & Austin, 
No. 38 Park row, and was witnessed 
by about one hundred sportsmen, sci- 
entists, inventors and press represen- 
tatives. 


In his tests Mr. Maxim used all of 


the standard models of military and 
sporting rifles manufactured ia thl3 
country and Europe, and the result 
was that by the use of his device at- 
tached to the muzzle end of the bar- 
rel he fired the largest shoulder guns 
in modern nse with a report less than 
would come from the whizzing snap 
of a toy air pistol. 


The guns employed in the test 


ranged 
from a twenty-two calibre 


Winchester target rifle to the eight 
millimetre Mauser and the .30 Spring- 
field military rifle, the standard gun 
of the United States army. The tests 
were given with each of the twenty 
or more guns used. First they were 
fired without the attachment to show 
what the normal report was. When 
the high power guns were used in this 
way the report was almost deafening. 
Then the "silencer" was slipped on 
the end of the barrel, and with the 
same size cartridge, the report was 
scarcely loud enough 
to awaken a 


sleeping baby. 


Girl stops Up Her Ears. 


The shooting took place within three 


feet of a telephone switchboard. When 
the gun was to be fired without the 
silencer the girl operator ran Into the 
next room, closed the door and thrust 
her fingers into her ears. When the 
silencers were put on she remained 
at her post and never flinched at the 
gentle little swishing sounds close to 
her head. 


Mr. Maxim's invention does not con- 


sist of a new type of gun. as many 
had supposed. He explained that he 
had purposely withheld any definite 
information about the 
device 
until 


foreign 
patents could 
be obtained 


but now they were procured he was 
ready to give the secret to the world 


The device, which he calls a "si- 


lencer," looks like a small section of 
highly polished gas pipe and is mere- 
ly screwed on the 'end of a barrel. For 
an ordinary small sporting rifle the 
silencer is four inches long, one and 
three-eighth inches in diameter and 
weighs about five and one-half ounces. 
It may be carried in the waistcoat 
pocket, like a fountain pen, and put 
on or taken off in five seconds. 
To 


fit it to any rifle it is only necessary 
to cut a small screw thread at the end 
of the barrel. 
Jlr. Maxim says the 


attachment does not cause any loss of 
velocity, accuracy or penetration and 
that it dimmlnlshes the recoil at least 
50 per cent and does away with the 
blast from the muzzle almost entirely. 


It was the simplicity of the thing 


that surprised those who saw it. Mr. 
Maxim explained that the principle 
upon which the invention was based 
was merely that of centrifugal force. 
The powder gases instead of escaping 
explosively from the muzzle ot 
the 


gun. 
which produces the loud report. 


are caught In the silencer and whirled 
rapidly about through small groves or 
apartments and discharged gradually. 
These small compartments are former 
by steel disks Inside the tube, the hole 
for the bullet passing the center.

"The real principle of the thing.' 


said Mr. Maxim, "is precisely tha 
which prevents water running out o 
a set bowl when you pull the stoppe 
out and the water is whirling around 
in the bowl.

Mr. Maxim first picked up one of

silencer.

report at all, merely the click of the 


buli?x merely porforatcd 
the card, 


without leaving so much as a powder 
mark oil it. 


Mr. Maxim has as yet made no ef- 


fort to adjust his invention to revol- 
vers, and because of the escape oE 
gases from the revolving chamber hu 
thinks it might not work, but be de- 
clares it can be applied to shotguns 
and to any size of gun, rifle or cau- 
non that 'shoots a solid projectile. 


He thinks it will in a way revolu- 


tionize military tactics. 
It will en-

til he reached the heavy Mauser such 
as is used by most of the armies in 
Europe. When this was fired without 
the silencer the 
recoil was very 


heavy, causing Mr. Maxim to lurch 
backward, and the report was so loud 
that many of the men cried out with 
aching ear drums and called upon the 
inventor to "cease, firing." Then the 
silencer was 
put on. 
There was 


scarcely any report from the muzzle 
of the gun, but the cleavage of the 
air and the plunge of the bullet in the 
sand made considerable noise. 


There was just one more high ve- 


locity gun to be tried, the regulation 
"United States army Springfield rifle, 
which sends 
nearly thirty thousand feet a second 
and does good execution 
at a dis- 


tance of a mile and a half. 'The re- 
port from this gun. made the window 
sashes rattle. With the silencer one 
heard nothing but the sharp "swish." 


To show the blast from this gun a

sition from some sources/ 'Already 
a bill'has been introduced in Albany 
to prohibit the use of the noiseless 
rifle, and he thinks.it quite likely that 
governments elsewhere may take up 
the question.
